Twenty fast armored asro-
planes each carrying three machine
guns ¢charged the German lnes before
the Infantry left the trenches Offi-
cers flew high over the attacking
squadron directing the assault The
machines swooped low over the Ger-
man lines directing & murderous fire.

The squadron flew along the roads
attacking the reserves approaching
the battle fleld. The new aseroplanes
